PAINTER TO Visir AMAZON 


Dr. Henry T. Taasor, whose paintings were recently on display in North 
American Hall, is now making plans for a four-month painting trip to the 
Amazon basin. He plans to leave in October and will visit Ecuador, Peru, and 
Brazil. 

A San Francisco plastic surgeon, Dr. Taabor has painted insects and flowers 
from many parts of the world. The paintings which were on exhibit here for 
four months were mostly from California. Since his childhood in Bohemia he 
has been interested in the natural sciences. Twenty-five years ago he did work 
on the effect of hormones on the development of insects. 


Ecuipst ExprEpIrIoN SUCCESSFUL 


Tue MEMBERs of the eclipse expedition to Sweden reported by cable, and later 
by letter, that all of their programs were completed despite partly cloudy weather. 
Leon E. Salanave, associate curator of astronomy, and C. P. Butler, physicist 
with the U.S. Naval Radiological Defense Laboratory, San Francisco, observed 
the June 30 total eclipse of the sun from South Koster Island. 


The two San Franciscans were assisted by Dr. Folke Nettelblad of Lund 
Observatory. 


Their photoelectric equipment and other instruments functioned perfectly, 
Salanave said, but the three worked under great difficulty because of the cloudi- 
ness, which Salanave estimated to be about 50 per cent.

THE REGULAR Aucust MEETING will be held at 8:15 p.m., Wednesday, August 
11, in the Morrison Auditorium, California Academy of Sciences. Dr. Hugh C. 
Trumble, world agriculturist and ecologist, will present an illustrated lecture on: 


“HumaAN Eco.tocy IN THE TROPICS” 


Dr. Trumble has recorded in color agricultural and human situations within 
a range of tropical countries including Colombia, Ecuador and Nicaragua in 
Latin America, Nigeria and Uganda in tropical Africa, and Australia in the 
Southern Hemisphere. He will share these with you on the screen and explain 
in scientific but non-technical language the underlying factors involved. 

The problem of living in tropical environments centers on food production 
and the struggle to exist under challenging yet colorful and somewhat unique 
circumstances. Throughout the tropics factors of climate and soil comparable 
with those of temperate countries determine the natural resources available and 
define the scope for future economic advancement and the betterment of human 
relationships. 

You will see and learn about palm-fringed lakes in Nigeria and Nicaragua; 
contrasting luxuriance, snow, and erosion in the Andes; coffee, oil palm, rubber 
and bananas according to habitat; how Africans and Latin Americans live from 
the soil; Australian fauna and flora; and some scientific principles of agricultural 
improvement that apply irrespective of environment. 

The story to be told about these countries is of concern to us all as the 
essential theme of man’s ingenuity in coping with and improving to his own 
advantage the challenging features of seemingly adverse environments. 

Born at Melbourne in 1903, Dr. Trumble has devoted three decades to the 
ecological study of useful plants in relation to climate, soils, vegetation and food 
production on a world scale. His major researches were carried out at the 
internationally famous Waite Agricultural Research Institute, University of 
Adelaide in South Australia, where he was professor of agronomy and dean. 
More recently he acted as World Agronomist for the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of United Nations and Consultant in Agriculture to the World 
Bank. Work on behalf of international agencies took him to Western and 
Southern Europe, North, Central and South Africa, Central and South America, 
and on many occasions to the United States. He has now settled in California.

1891-1954 


Tue peatu of John Ward Mailliard, Jr., on July 11, 1954, brought to its close 
a distinguished career in business, philanthropy, and public service. 

Mr. Mailliard was born in San Francisco March 25, 1891. He attended 
Lowell High School, Taft School in Watertown, Connecticut, and Yale Univer- 
sity, returning to San Francisco in 1910 to enter business. His life spanned an 
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extremely interesting period in the growth and development of his native city, 
and he himself came to occupy a unique position in civic life. The executive 
ability and discerning judgment which brought him success in the numerous 
business enterprises in which he engaged made him a valued counselor in 
community affairs, and he became a friend and confidant of educators, clergy- 
men, and statesmen. His interest was readily enlisted in every good cause, and 
he never accepted a responsibility without seeing it through. Associates often 
said of him, “If Ward Mailliard agrees to do a thing, it’s just as good as done.” 

He served successively as president of the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce, a member of the Park Commission, president of the Police Commission, 
and president of the State Board of Harbor Commissioners. He was twice 
president of the Community Chest, and was a member of the board of many 
charitable and philanthropic organizations. The breadth of his interests included, 
to mention but a few examples, St. Luke’s Hospital, the Yale University Library, 
the Save-the-Redwoods League, the Forest Genetics Research Foundation, the 
Institute for Philosophical Research, and the California Academy of Sciences. 
He was awarded the degree of Doctor of Laws by the College of the Pacific 
in 1953. 

Mr. Mailliard, whose father and uncle had both been active in Academy 
affairs, became a member of the Academy in 1911, a Life Member and Patron 
in 1936, a Trustee in 1941, and was elected a Fellow in 1952. He served as 
President of the Board of Trustees from 1946 to 1953, a period of great growth 
and expansion of the Academy’s activities and physical plant, including the 
construction of the Hall of Science and the Alexander F. Morrison Planetarium. 
These achievements constitute a lasting tribute to his leadership. 

He gave generously of his means, but always unostentatiously, and he usually 
insisted that his benefactions be anonymous. Most important of all, he gave 
generously of himself, heedless of the time or effort he might have to spend 
to accomplish a worthwhile public service. His finest memorial is the enduring 
influence of a great life.
